New Delhi, the 13th June, 1974 

S.R.O. 210. — Whereas the draft of certain bye-laws for 
regulating the collection and recovery of cycle tax within 
Dinapore Cantonment was published, as required by section 
284 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924) with the 
notice of the Cantonment Boaxd Dinapore No. 23/7/2916, 
dated the 7th December, 1972 for inviting objections and 
suggestions within a period of sixty days from the date of 
publication of the said notice. 
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Whereas no objections or suggestions were received by 
the aforesaid Cantonment Board uplo the 6th Febiuary, 
1973 which was the last date for submitting objections or 
suggestions. 

Whereas the Central Government have duly approved and 
confirmed the said bye-laws, as required by sub-section (1) 
of section -’84 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924). 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
clause (3| of section 282 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 
of 1924), and in supersession of the bye-laws on the subject 
published with the notification of the Government of India 
in the Ministry of Defence No. S.R.O. 123 dated the 6th 
April, 1968-, the Cantonment Board. Dinapore, hereby makes 
the following bye-laws namely 

1. SHORT TITLE AND COMMENCEMENT: 

(1) These bye-laws may be called the Dinapore Canton- 
ment (Cycle Tax) Bye-laws, 1974. 

(2) They shall come into force at once. 

2. DEFINITION: 

‘Cycle’ means a two-wheeled vehicle propelled by rider 
himself by means of pedals. 

3. IMPOSITION OF CYCLE TAX : 

Every owner of a bicycle or a cycle which is used or 
kept for use within the limits of the Cantonment of Dina- 
pore shall be liable ' to pay a tax (a) Rs. 4 per year; 

Provided that if a cycle is purchased or brought within tho 
Cantonment limits after the 1st of October, the tax shall be 
charged (S)Rs. 2 only for the remaining financial year. 

4. EXEMPTIONS; 

No tax shall be payable in respect of the following cycles, 
namely : — 

(a) Children’s cycles ; 

(b) Bicycles which are the property of the Central 

Government or a State Government ; 

Cc) One bicycle each for the use of a police officer 
in connection with his official work and maintain- 
ed under Police Regulations ; 

(d) One bicycle each for an employee of the Govern- 

ment or the Board kept for the efficient perform- 
' ance of their duties and for the maintenance of 
which an allowance is paid by the employer ; 

(e) Bicycles kept for sale by a bonafide dealer in bicycles 

and not used for hire or any other purpose. 

5. FORM OF APPLICATION AND PAYMENT OF TAX : 

f.D A person liable to pay cycle Tax shall make an appli- 
cation in Form ’A’ appended to these bye-laws giving the 
required particulars to the Executive Officer, within thirty 
days of the commencement of the financial year or his 
coming into possession of the cycle to be taxed which-ever 
is later, for registration of the same and shall remit the 
tax alongwith the application (2) The tax collected shall be 
acknowledged by means of an official receipt in Form ‘B’ 
appended to these bye-laws. 

6. RECEIPT: 

The receipt shall be granted in the name of the person 
paying (he tax and shall not be transferable. 

7. ISSUE OF TOKEN : 

(1) On receipt of the payment of tax and registration of 
the cycle, a token shall be issued by the Board on further 
payment of fifteen paise. 

(2) The token shall bear the same number as indicated 
in the Demand and Collection Register of the Board’s office 
agairtst the name of the person liable to pay the tax and 
the token shall be affixed by him at some conspicuous pari 
of the cycle in respect of which it is issued. 


8. LOSS OF TOKEN • 

Tf a token issued in respect of a cycle is lost, another 
token shall be issued by the Executive Officer on further pay- 
ment of Rs. 2 only. 

9. FORM OF REGISTER : 

From the information obtained from the applicants lor 
registration or renewal of registration or from any other 
source at its disposal, the Board shall cause to be prepared 
in form ‘C’ appended to these bye-laws, a Demand and 
Collection Register in which the name of all persons liable 
to pay cycle tax shall be entered. 

10. CYCLES MEANT FOR HIRE : 

Persons who keep cycles for hire shall submit a list of 
such cycles giving the frame number and name of manufac- 
tures on the 1st April and 1st October of each year. 

11. INSPECTION OF PREMISES WHERE HIRED CYCLES 

ARE KEPT : 

The Executive Officer or any other person authorised 
by the Board In this behalf may enter the premises where 
cycles arc kept for hire, for the purpose of inspection of the 
cycles. 

12. TRANSFER OF CYCLES : 

(1) When the owner of a registered cycle transfers such 
cycle to another person during the currency of the registra- 
tion, he shall report this fact to the Executive Officer who 
will get the name of the tranferee substituted for the name 
of the original owner in Ihe Demand and Collection Regis- 
ter. 

(2) If the transferer has already paid the tax for a year, 
the transferee shall not be liable to pay Ihe tax for the re- 
maining part of the year. 

13. RESPONSIBILITY OF THE ORIOINAL OWNER: 

The original owner shall, until such transfer is reported 
and the name of the transferee is substituted in the Demand 
and Collection Register of the year, be liable as owner of 
the cycle for compliance with these bye-laws. 

14. PENALTIES: 

Whoever contravenes any of these bye-laws shall, on con- 
viction, be punishable with a fine which may extend to 
fifty rupees and in the case of a continuing breach, with an 
additional line which may extended to ten rupees for every 
day during which such breach continues after conviction for 
the first such offence,
